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How To Get Along On $2100 
Per Year 
(Van Nuys News) 









































A man who heads a family of four and has 
an income of $2100 a year can take few if any 
financial liberties, according to a tentative but 
practical budget prepared by Prof. Earl J. 
Miller, dean of men at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles, for study by his classes 
in economics. 

The budget, compiled after numerous dis- 
eussions with family heads and based on what 
they actually spend and don’t spend, allots the 
$2100 income with extreme nicety to make it 
stretch over all the necessities and yet include 
a few of the incidentals. 

Under such a budget, father must wear his 
$32 overcoat for four seasons, must make a 
pair of $8 shoes do for a year, must not expend 
more than $3 a year for socks, nor more than 
$3.50 for collars. A sum of $10 is set aside to 
cover all incidentals for the year, such as neck- 
ties, handkerchiefs and other similar accessor- 
ies. That total gives the head of the house just 
$100 a year to spend on his own clothing. 

The wife in this family is accorded $102. 
What she can spend for personal and physical 
adornment runs something as follows: A total 
of $10 a year for shoes, and just $2 a year for 
stockings. She is given $8 to spend on house 
dresses and $24 a year for street dresses —fwo 
of them.’ Her $32 coat must last two years, 
her $25 spring wrap for the same period, and 
her $5 winter hat for two winters. Gloves and 
handbag, costing $7, also must do for two years. 

In the matter of recreation, the $2100 a year 
family of four is budgeted as follows: $2 for 
a show once a month; $2 for incidental expend- 
itures on excursions to the beach or mountain; 

-50 cents for candy once a week; $1 for ice 
cream once a month; 50 cents a month for 
sport equipment for two children. 

The budget sets the food bill for the family 
at $40 a month, and the rent at $33.33 a month. 
Fuel, light and water are estimated at $7 a 
month. One of the chief items in the budget 
is the family car, for which $300 a year is set 
aside. But it must be either a low-priced or 
second-hand ear. A total of $10 a month is al- 
lowed for depreciation on the machine, $10 for 
gas and oil, $5 for repairs and tire upkeep and 
nothing for insurance. 

Professor Miller explained that the budget, 
being the result of experience of many families 
and not of theory, includes an automobile, 
sinee nearly all families these days have some 
kind of motor car. 

The budget lists the following major items: 
Food and ice, $498 a year; clothing, $292 a 
year; rent, $400; fuel, light and water, $85 a 
year; recreation, $72; automobile, $300; edu- 
eation and dues for organizations, $48; insur- 
ance and savings, $192 a year; household sup- 
plies, $27; medical care, $48; carfare, $12; 
telephone, $33, and miscellaneous, $93. 
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If ignorance is bliss, a stranded motor- 
ist mournfully gazing under the lifted 
hood, should look a lot happier.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.
